SEWER CO3SKECTIOK. 


An article in a recent issue of the 


Gazette, which was endorsed by the 
JOUBNAL, agitates the necessity of making 
the sewerage system of Reno serve the 
purpose intended by those who were its 
its promoters. 


Aa suggested by the article referred to 


"this system is and will ba of little avail 
as a health measure until it is utilized." 
To the far-seeing and Hbnral minded 
there is no pliiusiblo reason to be given 
•why the health of the town should not 
be protected by making all who are 
within the sewered districts connect. 
A portion of the town has been inhab- 
ited for o-ver twenty years and in ninny 
localities the absorbing qualities of the 
eartb are being taxed to ita fullest ca- 
pacity. It is a well known f?ct that a 
sponge can absorb only a ceituio qunn- 
tity of water, and it should be equally 
as well known that any giren space of 
ground can take in only BO much filth, 
and all above so much must act os 
poison to the air and to those who have 
to inhale the air. 
The JOOBNAL is not 


disposed to fault finding, nor does it 
feel disposed to seriously censure any 
one in public position for sin? of 
omission which are often us pregnant 
with serious results as sins of commis- 
sions, but it does say there should be 
no time lost in making the expensive 
sewerage, the burden of whieb all who 
own property must bear, serve the in- 
tendsJ purpose. Tliere is BO better 
time for property holders to umko tbeir 
connections than now. There lire men 
who are seeking employment. 
The 


woik can be done more chunply thau 
wbun labor is in greater drmantl, iind 
the Winter being hare those hiving the 
work done will tax their energies tue 
more to shield the improvement ugaiust 
the severity of the Winter. The resi- 
dents are ay muoh interested us those in 
power in protecting the health of the 
town, and should willingly co-operate 
with the authorities in the work. Eich 
should feel that he owei this necessary 
expenditure not only to himself aud 
family but to the public, and instead o' 
standing back each should vie with the 
other as to who can make the first con- 
nection.
